Washington. A p ril 15.— C ity was ar­ 
rayed 
against 
country 
when 
the 
Dem ocratic members of the house of 
representatives resumed consideration 
in caucus of the Underwood tariff bill. 
‘The fellows from the city,” us they 
were characterized by Representative 
Shackleford of Missouri, turned their 
batteries on the agricultural sched­ 
ule, which imposes small protection 
rates on nearly all products of the 
farm. 
The city members expressed 
the belief that, in order to help the 
“ m arket basket,” all farm and food 
products should be plaetnl on the free 
list. 
They urged this view when the bill 
was before the committee on ways 
and means and in clarion tones they 
reiterated it. 
They declared that, as 
an evidence of good faith, the Demo­ 
cratic party ought to try free trade 
in food products in an effort to reduce 
the cost of living. 
Representative Hammond of Minne­ 
sota. who helped to frame the agri­ 
cultural 
schedule, defended 
it. 
He 
said it was not entirely satisfactory 
to him, but it represented a compro­ 
mise. fair in the main to all interests 
involved. 
Most of the members from agricul­ 
tural states complained bitterly that 
the rates of the schedule under con­ 
sideration sacrificed the interests of 
the farmers. 
They urged that the re­ 
ductions would in no wise affect the 
coBt of living and that, this being so, 
it would be the wise thing to accord 
the farm ers a little more “ incidental 
protection.” 
Both sides to the controversy ham­ 
mered the rates of the Underwood 
agricultural schedule, but when the 
tim e came to vote the m ajority of the 
caucus stood by Chairm an Underwood 
and his associates. 


Harrison Defends Schedule. 


An element of humor was injected 
In the session by the appearance of 
Representative Harrison of New York 
as 
a 
defender 
of the 
agricultural 
schedule. 
Mr. Harrison was on© of 
the leading advocates of free farm 
products when 
the Underwood 
bill 
was in course of preparation in the 
committee on ways and means and he 
clashed on a number of occasions with 
Mr. Hammond. 
Owing to illness Representative Un­ 
derwood was able to be present. 
As 
the ranking Democrat next to Mr. U n ­ 
derwood it became necessary, there- 
fore, for Mr. Harrison to act as lead­ 
er and. accordingly, he had to defend 
the agricultural schedule. 
Mr. H arri­ 
son made a good Job of it. 
He did his 
work so well that the "city fellows” 
failed in every effort they made eith­ 
er to reduce rates or to transfer cer­ 
tain products to the free list. 
Although 
the committee 
won out 
on every question brought into contro­ 
versy little progress was made on the 
agricultural schedule. 
Dess than a 
page of It was considered. 
Nobody 
seemed to be particularly happy over 
the rates of the agricultural schedule 
and nearly everybody growled about 
it. 
One amendment was offered provid­ 
ing that cattle should be placed on the 
free list Instead of carrying a rate of 
10 per cent ad valorem as provided by 
the bill. 
This was defeated. 
Another amendment was offered in­ 
creasing the duty on barley, which is 
taxed at the rate of 15 cents a bushel 
in the bill as compared with 30 cents 
in the existing law.

W ilso n ’s ideas of dire/'t government 
by the people are to be put to a se­ 
vere test by Senator H enry Ashurst 
of Arizona. 
Mr. Ashurst, who is an 
advocate of the initiative, referendum 
and judicial ret ail, has put into opera­ 
tion a plan for determining the popu­ 
lar choice of a judge for the federal 
district of Arizona. 
W hen that choice 
is determined he will call upon Presi­ 
dent W ilson to nume the num. 
President 
Taft appointed 
former 
Governor 
Sloan 
to 
this 
important 
Judgeship, but the senate refused to 
con 11 rm the nomination and a vacan­ 
cy exists. Senators Ashurst and Sm ith 
joined in recommending a candidate 
to President W ilson, but he was not 
apiK>inted 
and the 
contest 
for the 
place continued to grow warm er un­ 
til now there are twelve candidates. 
Senator Ashurst finally has n o tilid 
the president and the attorney gen­ 
eral that he w ill withdraw the recom­ 
mendation he put on tile and w ill ask 
th© people of Arizona to petition the 
governor to call “ an advisory ©lec­ 
tion” at an early date, so as to give 
the people of Arizona an opportunity 
to express their choice for a federal 
Judge. 
Under a statute of Arizona 15 per 
cent of the voters of the state may 
petition the governor to call an elec­ 
tion to permit the people to vote on 
their choice for federal judge, the r«v 
sult of the election to be certified to 
the president as “ advisory.” 
Senator 
Ashurst has sent more than a thou­ 
sand circulars to leading citizens in 
Arizona and the newspaper3 there are 
printing blank petitions, which their 
readers are requested to cut out aud 
sign and forward to the governor. 


Ashurst Explains Position. 


‘“ If the president sees fit to fill the 
vacancy, regardless of the |>etitlons 
that are being circulated for the si>©- 
cial election, I w ill have no quarrel 
with the president 
about 
it,” 
said 
Senator Ashurst. 
“ I 
recognize 
his 
right, as well as his responsibility, in 
the matter. 
Our statute providing for 
advisory elections to give the people 
an opportunity to express their prefer­ 
ence for federal judge is the only one 
of its kind In any state in the Union. 
1 helped to pass the statute and T 
believe It Is my duty to Bee the spirit 
of It carried out." 
In the letter which Senator Ashurst 
sent to his constituents urging them 
to petition the governor to call an 
election he said: 
“ Surely »he people 
have the same right to make an ex­ 
pression as to their choice for federal 
judge as for senators,” and adds: “ A 
vast m ajority of the harsh, unreason­ 
able and unjust decisions against or­ 
ganized labor have been rendered by 
the federal courts," and "the power 
of issuance of injunctions and other 
extraordinary w rits has been greatly 
abused by some federal judges." 
Some of the Democrats in Arizona 
have become alarmed over the pro­ 
posed 
special 
election. 
They 
have 
warned Senator Ashurst that it might 
i result in the election of former Gov­ 
ernor 
Sloan, 
a 
Republican, 
whose 
nomination was not confirmed by the 
senate. 
“ I told them that If the people of 
Arizona wanted Governor Sloan for 
, federal Judge they were entitled to 
have him ," said Senator Ashurst 
The election. If called, w ill be open 
to Democrats and Republicans alike 
to vote for a choice.

The gas, electric and street clean* 
ing service and the street cars and 
railroads are in operation as usual, 
but Brussels merchants say trade is at 
a standstill. 
The city is full of chil­ 
dren of the provincial strikers, who 
are being cared for by the families of 
Liberals. 
Th© only act of sabotage occurred 
in a suburb where three big machines 
lu a leather factory were damaged.

Rome, April 15.— The pope has ral­ 
lied in a wonderful manner from the 
serious attack from which he suffered. 
The physicians’ report iml 1 cates that 
the danger point, for the present at 
least, has been passed. 
Th© temperature 
was 
normal, the 
pulse remained at about 85 and the 
respiration 26. 
This indicated a con­ 
siderable amelioration in the bronchial 
symptoms, which was evidenced by 
easier breathing and freedom for long 
periods from coughing. 
Iu addition the pope was able to take 
some 
nourishment 
and 
he 
showed 
much interest in what was happening 
about him. 
W hen Professor Marehia- 
fava allowed the pontiff’s nephew to 
enter the room there was an affecting 
scene. 
The frail and aged pontiff and 
th© young and robust priest embraced 
tenderly, the latter being unable to re­ 
strain his emotion at finding the p o p « 
so changed physically. 
Professor M archiafava repeated hi« 
assurances that if prudence were ex­ 
ercised the pope would recover.

C. R. Fogelstrom, Formerly of Brain­ 
erd, Tells of Omah a Twis­ 
ter's Devastation 


C. R. Fogelstrom, son of Alder­ 
man P. G. Fogelstrom and formerly 
a printe r in Brainerd, writes th e Dis­ 
patch of th e tornado wh ich struck 
h is h ome town, Omah a. 
Mr. Fogel­ 
strom is th ere employ ed as linoty pe 
operator on th e Omah a Daily News. 
He say s: 


Th e report from Ch icago in y our 
publication, stated th a t h alf of th is 
city was swept away , wh ich is not 
true. 
And again, th e reports from 
Sioux City , la., say s t h a t th e Wood­ 
men of th e World building was dam­ 
aged to a great ex tent, and every 
piece of glass being blown out on 
both sides, wh ich is far from being 
th e truth . 
Th e Woodmen 
of 
th e 
World is th ree miles outside of th e 
storm-swept district, and was not 
damaged at all. 
Not even a grain of 
sand on top of th e building was blown 
away . 
Th e business portion of Om­ 
ah a is safe. 
Even th e streets are as 
dirty as th ey were before and not a 
speck more. 
Sioux City reports th irty killed in 
Omah a and th at Dundee was struck 
Truly Dundee, a suburo west of th e 
city limits, is a place of some fine 
h ouses, but not a single h ouse was 
damaged. 
One h undred and 
th irty 
seven 
known dead in Omah a is a ut h e nti­ 
cally correct, and many are dy ing in 
th e h ospitals. 
Th e injured ex ceeds 
300, th e 
h omeless 
2,200, 
h ouses 
wrecked 2,000. 
Loss 
to 
property 
may reach $10,000,000, according to 
th e real estate men, but according to 
th e Daily News, th e only paper bring­ 
ing out th e ex act tr uth of th e storm, 
estimates th e loss to be $7 ,500,000. 
A week h as passed since th e to rna­ 
do of Easter Sunday , but th e destruc­ 
tion to life and property and th e suff­ 
ering caused th ereby , h as jus t begun 
to be felt. 
Never in th e h istory of Omah a or 
th e state h as th ere been such a storm. 
Only in two places as I read in th e 
papers h as it been eq ualed iu th e 
country . 
With in a few month s, probably , 
will th e outw ard signs of th is ter- 
rble storm be wiped away , since th e 
people of Omah a h ave liberally given 
aid to th eir tornado victims. 
Th e grief and sorrowing over th e 
uead, wrecked h omes and fortune, can 
only be h ealed in th e lapse of time. 
Th e tornado struck th e city ten 
| minutes to 6 in th e evening on Easter 
Sunday . 
One of th e daily papers in 
I th is city say s it was like an enor- 
ipous balloon. 
But I say it was no th ­ 
ing but a h uge, y ellow funnel sh aped 
cloud. 
Its roar and speed w’as te r­ 
rific. 
It tore a path th rough th e 
rich and poor resident district, with 
a sweep th ree and four blockis wide 
and six miles long. 


Immediately after th e storm tires 
broke out in six different places along 


th e devastated district, from one end 
to th e oth er. 
For a wh ile it was our 
impression th at th e city was doomed 
to be swept away by fire and smdkie. 
Th e h eavy downpour of rain, and th e 
prompt action of th e firemen, was ail 
th a t kept th e fires confined in th eir 
specific places. 
In th e West Farnam and Bemts 
P ark districts th e property damage 
was great because of th e fine resi­ 
dences wh ich were eltner wh olly or 
partly demolish ed. 
Many freaks of 
th e destructive cloud were revealed 
th e nex t day . 
A lace curtain was driven into th e 
ceiling in a room of one h ouse th at 
was sligh tly damaged. 
In a noth er 
h ouse a lace curtain was found wedg­ 
ed in a small crack of a window so 
tigh t th at no one could pull it out 
with out sm ash ing th e window entire­ 
ly .

2x 4 timber five feet long 
was driven h alf way into one end of 
a piano, with th e same effect as y ou 
would drive a nail.

C. R. Fogelstrom, Formerly of Brain­ 
erd, Tells of Omaha Twis­ 
ter’s Devastation 


C. R. Fogelstrom, son of A lder­ 
man P. G. Fogelstrom and form erly 
a p rin ter in Brainerd, writes the Dis­ 
patch of the tornado which struck 
his home town, Omaha. 
Mr. Fogel­ 
strom is th ere employed as linotype 
operator on the Omaha Daily News. 
He says: 


The report from Chicago in your 
publication, stated th a t half of this 
city was sw ept away, which is not 
true. 
And again, the reports from 
Sioux City, la., says th a t the Wood­ 
men of the World building was dam ­ 
aged to a great extent, and every 
piece of glass being blown out on 
both sides, which is far from being 
the tru th . 
The Woodmen 
of 
the 
World is th ree miles outside of the 
storm -sw ept district, and was not 
damaged a t all. 
Not even a grain of 
sand on top of the building was blown 
away. 
The business portion of Om­ 
aha is safe. 
Even the streets are as 
dirty as they were before and not a 
speck more. 
Sioux City reports thirty killed in 
Omaha and th a t Dundee was stru ck 
Truly Dundee, a subtiro west of the 
city limits, is a place of some, fine 
houses, but not a single house was 
damaged. 
One hundred and 
th irty 
seven 
known dead in Omaha is a u th e n ti­ 
cally correct, and many are dying in 
he hospitals. 
The injured exceeds 
300, the 
homeless 
2,200, 
houses 
wrecked 2,000. 
Doss 
to 
property 
may reach $10,000,000, according to 
he real estate men, but according to 
the Daily News, the only paper bring- 
ng out the exact tru th of the storm , 
estim ates the loss to be $7,500,000. 
A week has passed since the to rn a ­ 
do of Easter Sunday, but the destruc- 
ion to life and property and th e suit. 
ring caused thereby, has ju s t begun 
o be felt. 
Never in the history of Om aha or 
he state has there been such a storm, 
inly in two places as I read in the 
papers has it been equaled in the 
country. 
W ithin a few months, probably, 
will the outw ard signs of this ter- 
rble storm be wiped away, since the 
people of Omaha have liberally given 
aid to their tornado victims. 
The grief and sorrow ing over the 
uead, wrecked homes and fortune, can 
only he healed In the lapse of time. 
The tornado struck the city ten 
m inutes to (5 in the evening on Easter 
Sunday. 
One of the daily papers in 
this city says it was like an enor­ 
mous balloon. 
Rut I say it was n o th ­ 
ing but a huge, yellow funnel shaped 
cloud. 
Its roar and speed was te r­ 
rific. 
It tore a path through 
the 
rich and poor resident district, with 
a sweep three and four blocks wide 
and six miles long. 


Immediately afte r the storm tires 
broke out in six different places along 


the devastated district, from one end 
to the other. 
For a w hile it was our 
impression that the city was doomed 
to be swept aw ay by fire and smolke. 
The heavy downpour of rain, and the 
prompt action of th e firemen, was ail 
th a t kept the fires confined in their 
specific places. 
In the West F arnam and Remis 
P ark districts the property dam age 
was great because of the fine resi­ 
dences which were eituer wholly or 
partly demolished. 
Many freaks of 
the destructive cloud were revealed 
the next day. 
A lace cu rtain was driven into the 
ceiling in a room of one house th a t 
was slightly damaged. 
In an o th er 
house a lace cu rta in was found wedg­ 
ed in a small crack of a window so 
tig h t th a t no one could pull it out 
without sm ashing the window en tire­ 
ly. 
A 2x4 tim ber five feet long 
was driven half way into one end of 
a piano, with the same effect as you 
would drive a nail. 
Many incidents 
of this freakish storm" were reported 
during the week, some 
of 
which 
could not help provoking a smile* or 
two even though you were in tears. 
The article below appeared the fol­ 
lowing Sunday in The Daily News 
Being a linotype operator on this pa­ 
per I happened to get this copy off 
the hook. 
W hile setting it up it w’as 
beyond my power to keep from em it­ 
ting a yell: 
This from the Lawyers: 
“ Yesslr,” said one law yer to a n ­ 


other of his profession, at the court­ 
house this morning, "I saw one hom e 
te a t wras picked up bodily, whirled 
round three tim es and set back on Its 
foundation exactly as it was before 
lue tornado. 
Not an article in the 
house was disturbed. ’ 
“ Yes, I heard about th a t,” the sec­ 
ond law yer replied. 
“ But did you 
notice th a t place out in the Kountze 
addition where the house vu3 blow'u 
away leaving 
the paint 
standing 
alone on th e foundation?’’ 
N evertheless the storm was tra g i­ 
cal, th e rich suffering as well as the 
poor. 
But the poor people were af­ 
fected the most. 
Hundreds of c e r n 
lost homes th a t were built out of the 
money th a t took them a life tim e to 
save. 
They are now penniless. 
My fam ily and I had a narrow es-' 
cape.
